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COMMUNITY PROFILE 


Introduction: 


The purpose of this profile is to provide a general description of 
the geographical area served by the Berrisfield Community Council. 


This area is herein after also referred to as the "study area". 


The City of Hamilton is geographically divided into 118 "Planning 
Neighbourhoods" as identified by the Planning and Development 
Department. The area described in this profile consists of five 
Planning Neighbourhoods in the part of the city commonly referred 
to as the "east mountain". The neighbourhoods and their boundaries

are presented on MAP ONE. 


This community profile is divided into three main sections. The 
first section examines the demographic characteristics of the five 
neighbourhoods. Selected information, extracted from the 1976 Census 
of Canada, the most recent information available on such factors as 
unemployment rates, single parent families, etc., is outlined. 
Population figures from the 1978 Regional Assessment, broken down 


into five year age groups are also presented. 


Section two outlines various community services and institutions 
located in the five neighbourhoods. Several maps are included 


identifying the general location of the various facilities. 


Section three reviews the most recent information available on 


human service utilization.

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SECTION ONE 


Demographic Profile: 


a) 1976 Census of Canada - Social Planning Data Book: 


Census data is collected nationally every five years 

and provides the most complete source of demographic 

data, (population characteristics). The most recent census 
was conducted in 1976 but was a mini-census with only 
selected information collected. Information of most 


interest is listed in the chart below. 


The five planning neighbourhoods in question - Berrisfield, 
Lisgar, Lawfield, Hampton Heights and Huntington ~ comprise 
only three census tracts (boundaries within which data 

is collected and presented, see MAP TWO). Huntington is 
Census Tract 6, and Hampton Heights is Census Tract 7. 
Census Tract 5 includes the Lisgar, Berrisfield and 
Lawfield neighbourhoods, and the Thorner and Upper King's 


Forest neighbourhoods. 


A special tabulation was obtained from Statistics Canada 
which listed information by planning neighbourhood. Thus 
data on Lawfield, Berrisfield and Lisgar (planning neighbour- 
hoods 72.1, 7301, and 7302 respectively) is presented 
individually and Thorner (7203) is excluded. The develop- 
ment of the Upper King's Forest neighbourhood (7303) had 

not started at the time of the Census and thus no information 


was available. 
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The information in the above chart is, for the most part, self-explanatory. 
The population in 1976 was 19,785 (4.83% of the Region's population) with 
an average density of 3,286 - per square kilometer. There were 6,455 
families with an average 3.5 people per family. The number of children 
average 1.4 per family. There were 580 single parent families (male 

and female lead) which represents 8.9% of the total number of families 


in the study area, slightly below the Regional average. 


With regard to participation rate (those people in the labour force - 
either employed or looking for work) 45.8% of married females were in 
the labour force, slightly higher than the Regional average. There 

is a high male participation rate due to the youthful population and a 
low male unemployment rate. The female participation rate (married, 
singles, widowed, divorced) is slightly higher than the Regional average 


as is the female unemployment rate. 


The educational level (less than Grade 9( of those in the labour force 
is considerably less than the Regional average. This data represents 
those over the age of 15 who have left school and are either employed 


or looking for work. 


The average income of the area was estimated in 1976 to be $18,780. 
This projection was developed utilizing a series of factors (including 
educational levels, age, occupations, etc.) by a private consulting 


firm. The projections listed should be viewed only as an estimate. 


The majority of names in the area are owner-occupied (68.35%), 31.65% 
The study area is primarily English speaking (84.17%). The data 
collected by the Census listed the language first learned and still 
understood and is identified as "Mother Tongue." The next largest 
language grouping is Italian 6.14%. The following chart outlines the 


languages spoken by planning neighbourhood.

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b) 1978 Population by Planning Neighbourhood: 


The following chart outlines in five year age groups the 1978 
population of the five neighbourhoods. Over 35% of the population 
is under the age of nineteen and 29% are between the ages of 20 
and 40. The study area can be considered to be comprised of a 
youthful population. Neighbourhood 7303, Upper King's Forest 


had no population at the time of the 1978 assessment. 
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SECTION TWO 


Community Baciuieies: 


Listed in this section are various community facilities located in 

or near the study area. The facilities include elementary, secondary, 
and separate schools, recreation centres, major parks, libraries, day 
care centres and churches. . Each facility is numbered in the following 


chart and located on the accompanying MAPS THREE and FOUR. 


Public transportation routes are shown on MAP FIVE. All bus routes 
connect with the downtown core at Gore Park (James Street and King 


Street). 


The various social and recreational programs provided by schools and 
churches are not listed because of the constantly occurring changes 
in the activities that take place.

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SECTION THREE 


Service Utilization: 


This section reviews data available on a cross~section of human 
service agency utilization. Six agencies are examined, identifying 
the number of clients each agency served by study area, the proportion 
of the caseload these numbers represent and the utilization rate per 


1000 population. These figures are then compared to city and regional 


averages, 


Generally, the study areas (boundaries correspond to Census Tracts - 
see MAP TWO) are low utilizers of the human services presented here 
when compared to the city and regional averages. Due to the dating 
of the information, these low rates may have changed. However, 

given the demographic nature of the study area, it can be anticipated 


that the utilization rates will have remained low.
